Mrs,, C. L. Connell 3 an acquaintance of Mrs,, Odlo ' s 
and a volunteer assistant to the Catholic Cuban Relief of 
Balias* has stated that on November 28 , 1963 Mrs, Odlo told 
her basically the same Information as outlined in the previous 
paragraphs and,, in addition, that Le® Harvey Oswald had made 
several talks to small groups of Cuban refugees in Dallas in 
the past and that he had M captivated" the groups to whom ho 
apoke * 


Many questions are raised by Mrs. Odio’s statement. 
The most important is obviously the identification of the two 
men who were supposed to have accompanied Oswald to her home. 
Apparently she cannot remember their names* except that one 
was called "Leopoido, " but she certainly ought to be able to 
remember who sent them to her home or otherwise how they got 
hold of her name. Also* It is apparent from other parts of 
the reports attached to this memorandum that there are 
certain Individuals who might have been the ones seen by 
Mrs. Odlo, and photographs of them mixed with photographs 
mixed with other persons might be displayed to her to test 
her ability to recognize them. 1 would also be interested to 
know why "Le opoldo" called Mrs. Odlo back. Was it just to say 
that he considered Oswald ’'loco?' 1 This seems unlikely. Also, 
Mrs. Odlo has never been questioned on Mrs, Connell’s 
statements that she ^/Vlc 3 . Odio/ r previously said that Oswald 
had addressed many small groups of Cuban refugees in Dallas 
and that he had been such a good speaker that he ''captivated" 
them. If Mrs,, Odlo stands by these statements, we should of 
course try to pinpoint when these meetings occurred, where 
they occurred, who else was present, etc. 

You will note that Commission No. 86, page 55S, 
deals with a n JURE" leader in Puerto Rico who goes by the name 
of "Leopoldo." Silvia Odlo said that she thought the indivi- 
dual who called himself i! Leopold© M in her home was a JURE 
leader from Miami or Puerto Rico. 

I think that there is a substantial chance that if 
Mrs. Odlo backs down from her story, it will not be because 
she disbelieves It, but because she is frightened. It is 
obvious that the Cuban men who dealt with Oswald, if they 
exist, have not come forward to say so, and in fact, if they 
happen to be the ones that the FBI has already interviewed. 
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they already have lied about their dealing* with
